blems and aspirations. 
The book ought to go a 
long 
way 
t ow a r d 
ac­ 
celerating the middle class 
feeling of distrust and antag­ 
onism toward the youthful 
activists and militants who 
made McCarthy their sym­ 
bolic hero last year. For 
their champion emerges as 
self-serving, 
mean-spirited, 
uninformative, 
unimagina­ 
tive—and, worst of all, from 
a man who prides himself on 
excellence of vocabulary- 
boring. 


Sen. McCarthy has always 
had a reputation for having a 
poetic, if not a political, soul. 
He is probably 
the 
first 
Presidential

poetry. But even here, in

careless and inaccurate.

Farmer Unconvincing 


J ames 
h'armer, 
the 
highest-ranking 
black in the Nixon administration as assis­ 
tant secretary of Health, Education and 
Welfare, spoke as an administration man 
should in Lincoln last week, but he didn’t 
sound very convincing. 
.A former director of the Congress of 
Racial Equality and a one-time civil rights 
activist, he boldly, if not forthrightly, said 
that the administration’s efforts on behalf 
of black Americans have cut into black 
distrust of the President. “ The black com­ 
munity’s attitude has softened,” he said, 
F’armer credited the relative lack of 
racial warfare during the 1969 summer to 
police restraint in the large cities — and the 
carryover “ positive e f f e c t s ” of the an­ 
tipoverty program. Of which the J ohnson 
administration was architect. Curiously, he 
predicted a problem situation in the cities 
next summer (where is that lessening of 
black 
distrust? ) 
unless 
more 
is 
ac­ 
complished in antipoverty efforts. 
W h i c h 
will mean a more positive attitude on the 
part of the Nixon administration than has 


been evidenced, the President’s proposal 
for a welfare overhaul notwithstanding. 
Farmer lauded 
the 
administration’s 
handling of school desegregation, saying 
that it is trying to speed up the process (by 
withdrawing 
pending 
cases 
from 
the 
courts? ) and that more actual desegrega­ 
tion occurred during the past one-year 
period than in any year since the ruling on 
Brown V. Board of Education was handed 
down in 1954. And for that, the J ohnson ad­ 
ministration should also get credit. It is 
not beside the point to ask why responsi­ 
ble black leadership almost to man voiced 
despair when Nixon officials announced 
that the desegregation campaign would be 
taken over almost entirely by the justice 
department. 
Perhaps it is in going along with the 
company line that Farmer can hope to do 
the best for his race. In that case we are 
with him, but we think he could be a little 
more hdnest about the situation as it stands 
today.

Proper concern has been expressed in 
various quarters to the proposal by U.S. 
Attorney General J ohn N. Mitchell that 
courts be permitted to deny bond to poten­ 
tially dangerous persons awaiting trial on 
federal charges. The concern centers on the 
theory of an accused being innocent until 
proven guilty. 
The idea of bond is to assure the court 
appearance at a later date on the part of 
the accused w'hile still not jailing the in­ 
dividual while his case is pending. The 
trouble is that many crimes are committed 
by individuals free on bond. If those con­ 
sidered to be a high risk to society could 
be denied bond, it is reasoned that many 
crimes would be avoided. 
The process admittedly is fraught with 
danger. There is the risk that bond could be 
denied to an individual who was not only 
innocent of the charges pending against 


him. 
but 
w^ho 
constituted 
no 
danger 
whatsoever to society. And perhaps it is 
correct to say that the risk of even one 
injustice is too great to take even for the 
sake of eliminating many potential crimes. 
Yet, what we are talking about is not a 
wholesale 
or 
generalized 
approach 
to 
things. Bail would be denied only in those

Shortly after concluding that Kansas State was for 
real, Dev aney reached the conclusion that his Hirskers 
were right back in the middle of the Big Eight race after 
hearing of Colorado’s win ov er Missouri. 


“ We’re definitely in the thick of it,” he said. “ It’s up 
to us now. It’s right back in our laps.’’ 


The Big Eight ehumpionsltip chase is a fiv e-team af­ 
fair this morning among Nebraska, Missouri, Oklahoma, 
Colorado, all with one loss, and Kansas State, unbeaten 
in the conference in three starts. 


Nebraska still m eets three of those — Colorado. Kan­ 
sas Slate and Oklahoma — and v ictories in the final four 
gam es would giv e the Iluskers no worse than a tie wntli 
either Missouri or Kansas Slate for the title —■ all of 
which puts is squarely in the lap of the Iluskers them­ 
selv es.

Firearm deer hunters in Nebrosko will ogoin have nine days to outwit the state's white- 


toils and mute deer. But not all gunners will be afield on the same dates. The Blue ond 
Nemoha units in the southeast corner of the state will be open from November f through 
9, while units in the rest of Nebraska ore open from November 8 through 16. The speciol 
hunt of DeSoto Bend Refuge will be held December 27 ond 28. A record 32,300 firearm 


deer permits were authorized by the Gome Commission this year. Archery deer permits 
ore unlimited in number, and that hunt runs from September 20 through December 31, 
except for o closure during the firearm season. Hunters must ottoch hide togs to their 
deer immediately öfter bogging them. Then, the onimols must be sealed at a check sta­ 


tion in the unit where token or in the next adjacent unit in line with the hunters' direct 
trovel to their residence not later thon 12 noon of the doy following the close of the 
season. Deer bagged with bow and orrow must be checked and seoled within 24 hours. 
Shooting hours ore one-half hour before sunrise to one-holf hour after sunset. Permission

Washington i.f’' — America's policemen, 
riding the tide of reaction to rising crime and 
social change, are reaching for power and in­ 
fluence on a national level. 
Two of the nation’s best known militant 
policeinon, J ohn I'asscse of New 5 ork and 
Kichard (1. MacKachern of Boston, arc lead­ 
ing separate drives to forge national police 
unions. 
And the 125.00(t-member Fraternal Order 
of Police (FOP) is readying a national legis­ 
lative program that would couple a cam ­ 
paign against loosening of social attitudes 
with a drive for police benefits, including a na­ 
tional minimum police salary. 
' i f the people in Washington want to do 
something about crime, they’ve got to do 
something about the police,” says J ohn Har­ 
rington, FOP president. ‘‘Decent working peo­ 
ple as a whole are not organized to si>cak 
out.” 
Feel .Abused 
Fanning the organizational moves is a 
widespread feeling among policemen that 
they are among society’s abused and neglec­ 
ted. They say they are hobbled by t h e 
courts, left to the mercy of unsympathetic 
supervisors while being pawns of politicians 
more interested in votes than in policemen’s 
lives. 
Increasingly, 
police arc speaking 
up. 
And, said Philadelphia Police Commissioner 
Frank L. Rizzo, "they should speak out— 
thev should have equal time." 
The FOP. with 943 lodges in 43 states, as­ 
serted itself earlier this year w’hen it pre­ 
sented Atty. Gen. J ohn N. Mftchell with 650,- 
000 signatures on petitions seeking to wipe out 
Supreme Court decisions which it describes as 
"lopsidedly in favor of the criminal elements 
in our society. ‘ 
Congress Will Listen 
Harrington is confident that when the 
FOP speakers for its legislative program, 
Congress will be listening. 
Behind the confidence is the assumption 
one being tested anew in the round of muni­ 
cipal elections Nov. 4-—that the nation poUce- 
mem have become a potent political force. 
What Harrington refers to as the ‘‘decent 
working people are widely viewed as t h e 
props under police power. The police mili­ 


tants are counting on widespread public fear, 
to help their cause. 
Average Working.Man 
"I’m talking about the average working 
man who’s worried about his wife and kids, 
worried about someone robbing them or rap­ 
ing them .” said Harrington, a Philadelphia 
police sergeant. 
He’s also the man who figures most promi­ 
nently in the thinking of Casscse and Mac- 
Kachern In their separate efforts to build 
national unions.
